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LAST RITES FOR MATTIE CHALLEEN 


Last Sunday, friends and relatives paid final tribute to Mattie F. Challeen, known as 
"Grandma" Challeen, when funeral services were conducted for her at the Presbyterian 
church at 2:30 in the afternoon. A service was held at the home at 12:30 p.m. 

Rev. Alfred Martin, pastor, officiated at the ceremony, and Floyd Morgan provided vocal 
solos with Mrs. A. W. Smith as accompanist. Pallbearers were William Stelzner, Clifford Roe, 
Frank Bartos, Robert Wicox, A. W. Smith, and J. J. Madden. Interment was made in 
Birchwood cemetery. 

Mattie F. Challeen was born August 2nd, 1860 at Independence, lowa, and passed away at 
her home following an attack of influenza. She had been in ill health for many years and at her 
passing was 83 years, 7 months and 20 days of age. 

She was united in marriage to A. M. Challeen in St. Paul, June 12, 1895. In the year 1909, 
they moved to Pine City, when Mr. Challeen began Challeen's store. Mr. Challeen preceded 
his wife in death in June of 1934. 

Mrs. Challeen was a kind and devoted mother, and made a great many fast friends, who 
mourn her death. She was a member of the American Legion Auxiliary. 

Those surviving and mourning her death are the four sons: William of Pine City, Edward A., 
Seattle, Washington; George, Burbank, California; and Arthur of Stacy. One daughter 
preceded her mother in death. Also surviving are five grandchildren and one brother, Elmer 
Sharp of Woodland Park, Colorado, and a sister, Mae, of Independence, lowa.
